Skying the Ball a Great Fault 

A common fault with most ot 
our players is “‘skying’’ or *“bal- 
looning” the ball. This is caused 
by players not kicking the ball 
correctly. Learn to shoot with 
the instep and not the toe of the 
boot. By using the toe you in- 
variably raise the ball. Also use 
the side of the boot when passing 
the ball; you will find you have 
far more control in placing a ball! 
correctly than with the toe, and 
what is all important you will be 
able to keep the ball on the 
ground, A pass along the tur) 
a man can gather in his stride, 
but when, as so often happens, the 
ball comes to him from’the clouds 
it takes time for him to get the 
ball under control, and while he 
is waiting to do this his opponent 
has time to get into position to 
take the ball also.

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SOCCER'S OUTLOOK. 


International Aspect. 


ENTHUSIASM PREVAILS. 


By J.F.B. 


The present Soccer season 
gives promise of being the 
most successful in the annals 
of the pastime. It is nearly 
50 years since activities were 
commenced in New South 
Wales. Remarkable progress 
is recorded in all other States 
of the Commonwealth. 

Byen a casual observer must 
already have been struck with 
the tremendous enthusiastn on the 
part of officials, players and sup- 
potters alike during the opening 
weeks of the Sydney Soccer sea- 
son. Never in the history of the 
game has the round-ball season 
opened under more auspicious 
skies. Everywhere one turns elub 
eontrollers are working in com- 
plete harmony with enterprising 
Association officials in anticipa- 
tion of the best season eyer. 

It is pleasant to relate, too. 
that the ambit of operations of 
the Soccer code is rapidly spread- 
ing to the country centres. De- 
spite the great handicap of ex- 
tensive mileage between the large 
towns. many enthusiasts endowed 
with the gift of organising ability 
are successfully ‘concentrating 
their energies in the direction of 
promoting competition games in 
districts hitherto unexploited by 
devotees of the national game of 
Great Britain. 

There are four codes operating 
in New South Wales. With the 
exception of Soccer, the other 
codes mostly confine activities to 
the Metropolis. Sydney is a ra- 
pidly growing city with a big 
population and diverse tastes. 
Thus there is plenty of scope for 
each code to show off their games 
to the public. i 

Will Soccer Dominate? 

There are many who hold the 
opinion that Soccer is ultimately 
destined to be the dominant game 
in Australia in the not-too-far- 
distant future. The universality 
of the Soccer game is, perhaps, 
one of the most plausible reasons 
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world, It needs but little imag- 
fnation to visualise the excellent 
advertisement Australia would re- 
eeive if the organisation of a team 
were accomplished, As the Soc- 
cer game is played in every State 
in the Commonwealth at the pre- 
sent time, there should be little 
difficulty in securing the services 
of exponents truly representative 
of Australia. 

Of course, it would be suicidal 
for an Australian team, at the 
present juncture, to undertake a 
world tour, as it is readily con- 
ceeded by competent judges — that 
the standard of our players 1s not 
yet parallel with that of either 
Great Britain or some parts of the 
Continent. 

Adaptable Australians. 

The Australian youth has prov- 
ed that in every branch of sport 
he is an apt and eager pupil, read- 
ily assimilating knowledge im 
parted by experts. What has been 
accomplished in other realms of 
sport can surely be repeated in 
Soccer. It is by engaging in com- 
petition with exponents of a high- 
er calibre that knowledge and 
proficiency is gained, and this is 
exemplified in the improvement 
shown by local players after con 
tact with the New Zealanders, and 
later the Chinese, in last year’s 
activities. 

Proficient Canadians. 

There is little doubt that the 
knowledge of the finer points of 
the game thus assimilated will be 
further augmented by the visit 
of the Canadians. They are re- 
puted craitsmen in the quality 
of their ground passing and in- 
telligent placing—valuable assets 
on the hard-playing arenas of Syd- 
ney. They rely upon scientific me- 
thods to encompass the downfall 
of the opposition goal rather than 
on the speed of their forwards. 
It will be well for the Australian 
player to focus particular atten 
tion on the play of the half-back 
line, both in attack and defensive 
measures. The intermediary line 
is unquestionably the pivot upon 
which the team operates, and th« 
general absence of co-ordination 

of effort between the half-backs 
and forward lines obtrudes itself 
in Australian footer. No doubt 
the play of the Canadians in thir 
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fit of the services of seasoned 
players as coaches. As the stan- 
dard advances, so will the attend- 
ances continue to eclipse previout 
records. There is no room for 
doubt that if Australian players 
could attain the high standard oi 
their British conireres the Soccei 
game would easily outdistance all 
rivais in’ the race for supremacy. 
The visit of a British team in 1925 
will, no doubt, give the sport a 
wonderful boost, and prepare the 
way for the departure of an Aus- 
tralian Soccer Eleven to the old 
world, there to add further lustre 
to the prowess of Australia in the 
arena of field games.

. HANDLING THE BALL.—The 
goalkeepers only may play the ball 
with their hands, and they only 
within the penalty area. INTHN- 
TIONAL handling only is penal- 
ised by a free kick to the opposite 
side, opponents keeping back ten 


yards. : 
OFF-SIDE.—This is the hard- 
est rule,of all. A player cannot 
be off-side in his own half of the 
field of play, nor when the ball 
is lust played by an opponent, nor 
if he is bebind the ball when it 
is last played. He cannot he oif- 
side when a corner kick or throw- 
in is taken, this protection ceas- 
ing when the ball is again played 
by one of his own side. With 
these general exceptions a 
PLAYER MUST HAVE AT 
LEAST THREE OF HIS OPPON- 
ENTS NEARER THEIR OWN 
GOAL LINE. Te be penalised a 
player must be playing the ball or 
interfering with the play. 


THH VALUE OF PRACTICE. 


By J. McDougall. 


Any healthy well-built young 
man can kick a football about a 
field, but there is a right and a 
wrong way of doing everything, 
and experience teaches the cor- 
rect means of obtaining the best 
results. : 


Collectively, footballers are not 
the masters of a football that 
they ought to be: Combination 
enters largely into football, cer- 
tainly, but the player who cannot 
out-manoeuvre his opponent with 
the ball and pass accurately sooner 
or later becomes a weak link in 
the chain. 


No player can become proficient 
without training, and no matter 
what position the player occupies 
the best way, of doing everything 
is by systematic practice—shoot- 
ing, passing, dribbling, and head- 
ing. This is the great thing in 
Soecer—nractice with the ball— 
and trainers, coaches, and other 
club officials should encourage it 
for without it suceess is very

PENALTY KICK.—This award 
for the following infringements 
within the ‘‘penalty’ area (18 
yards mark): Tripping, kicking, 
striking, jumping at an opponent, 
handling the ball, holding, push- 
ing, or illegally charging an op- 
ponent. All players except the 
player taking the kick and the 
opponents’ goal-keeper must keep 
outside the penalty area. The 
kick is taken from a mark 12 
yards from the goal line. 

GENERAL.—Intentional in- 
fringements only are penalised, 
and generally speaking the ‘“ad- 
vantage’ rule is followed. 

Charging is permissible, but 
must not be violent or dangerous. 


KICK—A free kick is 
for handling the bal, 
kicking, jumping at, 
pushing, or illegally 
an opponent or danger- 


training only as a matter of form 
and is not putting his heart and 
soul into the game. Men of this 
description, indifferent. or lacking 
in ambition, are of no consequence 
and never will be. 


All players should first of all be 
clean and honest, and almost on 
a par with that it is necessary 
te have complete control of the 
ball, whether in shooting, passing 
ete. Some men may be undesir- 
able, as they are unable to mas 
ter either themselves or the ball. 
There should be no place for them 
on the field of play. There are 
others with a sense of fair and 
good play, and they improye with 
practice in the development of 
their ability and in their sporting 
outlook. 


Spectators should encourage the 
ball player, and by doing so will 
allow each player to play his own 
game as an individual, and also 
for the benefit of his team, as he 
realises that he is one of a com- 
bination.
